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ALCM Successful 

Our AGM-109 air launched cruise missile, AL-7. suc¬ 
cessfully flew a simulated long-range strategic mission 
over the Utah Test and Training Range last Thursday. 

AL-7 was launched over the range from the wing 
pylon of a B-52G strategic bomber and flew a carefully 
planned route in completing the ninth in the series of ten 
scheduled test flights. All test objectives were met. 

As in previous ALCM tests, AL-7 flew a complex 
course over the range to again demonstrate its naviga¬ 
tional ability to fly over predetermined routes that in¬ 
clude a variety of surface features. The ALCM was 
navigated by a terrain contour matching (TERCOM) 
guidance system that accurately guides the missile to 
designated geographic target locations. The TERCOM 
measured terrain heights stored in the missile’s onboard 
computer, and corrected its course and altitude on the 
way to the target. 

The test concluded with a preprogrammed maneuver 
to deliberately impact the missile on the range just as it 

would in attacking a target.

F-16 Goes into Service in Norway and Denmark 
Norway and Denmark have placed their first F-16s in 
service. Ceremonies for the first Norwegian F-16 were 
held at the Royal Norwegian Air Force’s Rygge air sta¬ 
tion near Oslo on January 25. Ceremonies for the first 
Danish F-16 took place at Skrydstrup, a Royal Danish 
Air Force air station in Jutland, about 140 miles from 
Copenhagen, on January 28. Norway and Denmark are 
the fourth and fifth North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
(NATO) nations to initiate use of the F-16. 

Both fighters, twin-seat versions of the F-16, were 
flown to the air stations days after being delivered from 
assembly lines in the Netherlands and Belgium. Fokker- 
VFW in Holland produces all the Norwegian and Dutch 
F-16s, and S ABC A/SON AC A in Belgium produces the 
Danish and Belgian F-16 aircraft.

January 2. A new Series EE bond is now being offered. 

Series E bonds may continue to be purchased through

The U. S. Treasury Department 
has granted extensions on Series E bonds beyond their 
initial maturity dates to 1992 (and even later for most 
bonds). Series E bonds held in extended maturity earn 
6.5% per annum, compounded semiannually.

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Dr. Buchanan Comments on Our Air Launched Cruise Missile Program 


With the successful flight last week of 
our air launched cruise missile AL-5, 
we concluded the ALCM competitive 
test program on a high note. I want 
to extend my thanks and congratu¬ 
lations to all the people associated 
with the program for their dedicated 
efforts. I also want to remind you 
that the purpose of the test program 
was to demonstrate our design and its 
support operations, not just to con¬ 
duct the flight tests. We demon¬ 
strated our ability to maintain and 
support the missiles in the field and 
integrated our AGM-109 into the 
B-52, something many people said we 
would have great difficulty doing. 
With the final production readiness 
review, we demonstrated our ability 
to produce missiles; with each of our 
reviews, we showed steady improve¬ 
ment in our readiness for production. 
The actual flight tests, even though 
all were not totally successful, pro¬ 
vided good verification of our design. 
So we can all be proud of our 
accomplishments in many vital areas. 

Now, the challenge before us is 
to transition this design into produc¬ 



tion — with quality. Sid Wilkinson is 
leading this phase of our cruise 
missile programs. We have made 
considerable progress in tightening 
up our standards for engineering, 
producing, and inspecting produc¬ 
tion missiles to meet the demand that 
our product is right before it is ac¬ 
cepted for delivery. We had some 
embarrassments during the test pro¬ 
gram, and those serve to emphasize 
once more how important it is that 
every employee concerned feel per¬ 
sonally responsible for making sure 
that our missiles are right in every 
detail. We have learned from our 


mistakes, and that knowledge is be¬ 
ing applied to all our cruise missile 
programs. 

We need to keep in mind the 
purpose of our ALCMs. The stra¬ 
tegic nature of their mission demands 
that everything work right the first 
time. If they are ever needed, there is 
no opportunity to make fixes, no in¬ 
stant replays. ALCM is a vital part of 
our national defense capability. Our 
country is depending on us. That, in 
turn, means the country is depending 
on each of you to do the job right. 
We have met our challenges in the 
past and I know we are ready to meet 
them now. 

At this time, the government is 
evaluating the results of the test pro¬ 
gram and the proposals by both Boe¬ 
ing and ourselves. Their objective is 
to determine which of the two sys¬ 
tems can best meet the needs of the 
Strategic Air Command. I expect 
they will make that decision in late 
March. In any event, we can all take 
pride in our performance — we 
showed we could do what we said we 
could do.

Time is frequently wasted because callers don’t think 
first before making a telephone call. Often, the result is 
having to make additional calls — to get information 
they forgot to ask for the first time or to give informa¬ 
tion they didn’t have ready when it was requested. 

Before calling: (1) Jot down all the topics you want to 
cover and group compatible items that are best discuss¬ 
ed together. (2) Put these into a priority order in case the 
call is cut short. (3) If you are returning a call, consider 
what topics or information the original caller is likely to 
be interested in. (4) Have available material, such as 
procedures, reports, and drawings, to which you will 
need to refer during the conversation. (5) Have nearby 
tools, such as a calculator, that you are likely to use. (6) 
Consider if you are making your call at an appropriate 
time. (7) Consider if somebody else will be able to help 
you if the person you’re calling isn’t there. (8) If the per-

Key Element in GLCM System Delivered 
The launcher box of the transporter-erector-launcher 
(TEL) engineering test unit for the ground launched 
cruise missile system was delivered last week at Plant 19. 
The unit will be used for test and evaluation at the Utah 
Test and Training Range near Dugway. 

The Convair-designed and -built launcher box is the 
trailer-mounted unit in the photo above. Its internal 
structure, called the strongback, holds four GLCMs. 
The sides and aft end of the launcher box provide armor 
protection. The complete TEL system also includes an 
actuator to raise the launcher, the monitor and control 
electronics, and the power supply. The electronic equip¬ 
ment is housed in an environmentally shielded enclosure 
just ahead of the launcher box.

Orsborn and Kao Present Paper 
Presenting a paper at the 109th annual meeting of the 
American Institute of Mining Engineers in Las Vegas 
this week are Mac Orsborn, Manufacturing Technology 
(Dept. 471), and Wei Kao, Materials & Processes (Dept. 
632). Their talk is titled, “Consolidation Characteristics 
of Rotating Electrode Process and Hydride Titanium 
Powders.” This paper is their second on the subject. 

Proposal Wins at 73% in 1979 
Last year, we again had an outstanding year in com¬ 
peting for new business. We had 64 proposal decisions 
and won 47 of them. These included small studies such 
as ballistic missile propulsion, major new high- 


technology thrusts such as the digital integrating sub¬ 
system, and design and production programs such as 
Boeing’s 767 engine struts. 

The 73% in 1979 is the third best year we’ve had since 
establishing the Proposal Development Group. In the 
last six years, our record is 61, 62, 68, 77, 82, and 73%. 
It has steadily increased since we first dedicated person¬ 
nel to proposal discipline in the mid-60s. During those 
early years, we won about 30% of our bids. 

_ Winning will be tougher in the 1980s. Jim Robertson, 
vice president of Marketing, says, “The competition is 
getting harder and we’re bidding in many new and chal¬ 
lenging areas. Also, we’ve got many programs going 
that compete for our key personnel. 

“To win in the 1980s, we’ve got to be even more 
disciplined. We have to get upstream of the request for 
proposals, to establish and keep up technical inter¬ 
changes with our potential customers, right up to RFP 
time. And we’ve got to keep our technical minds open 
and innovate as never before. Each time we make a deci¬ 
sion to bid, we must be willing to dedicate the resources 
— dollars, people, and leaders necessary to ensure 
ourselves of a winning proposal. 

“Moreover, we’re going to have to develop new data 
banks and streamlined procedures. We’ll have to learn 
to live with fewer opportunities that require more 
effort. We have to be prepared to submit much more 
detailed and extensive data for each bid. New govern¬ 
ment regulations such as A-109 will exert a tremendous 
influence on what it takes to bid on new programs of the 
future. 

“What this all adds up to is that competing in the 80s 
will be a great challenge; but we intend to compete and 
win. To do this, we’re going to have to continue to put 
out tremendous efforts on proposals. Turning out a 
winning proposal is a team effort that requires creative 
thinking under demanding conditions. All of those who 
work on our proposals deserve a great deal of credit for 
the successes we’ve had, but future successes will require 
an even greater effort by all those involved.”

This is a waste of 
both ow times, since I don’t know.” 

• Along the ''ante lines, another writer said, “Unless 
you are on a very friendly basis with the person on 
the other end, that person probably does not 
apreesate being called ‘Doll,’ ‘Sweets, “Dear’ or 
‘Honey.’” 


• “It is e-cb-tu! if : ec caller kiemifks himself or 
herself Ivtor- proceeding with a request.” 

• “I deai iy wish people who answer would immedi¬ 
ately identify themselves. It’s much more personal 
to know [he name os the person I’m talking to, even 
if they’re answering the phone for somebody else.” 

• “If you’re told that the person you’re trying to 
reach us not available, leave a message. Don’t keep 
calling every five or ten minutes.” 

• One person offered a simple rule of thumb (it has a 
familiar ring): Treat people answering (or calling 
on) the phone in the manner in which you would 
like to be treated. What does this have to do with 
productivity? People aren’t in a productive mood, 
on either end of the phone, if they’re barked at, feel 
poorly treated, or are frustrated by frequent and 
unnecessary interruptions or by their inability to get 
a response. On top of that, they may not be getting 
the information they need. As in most things, 
courtesy, understanding, and respect for the other 
person go a long way.

Car-Pooling Puts Money in the Cookie Jar 

' Here’s how to set graphic evidence that driving alone to 
work is costing you dearly. Estimate your weekly cost 
for gasoline, then double that figure to account for 
other cos** eA-ted actual driving, such as oil, tires, 
and maintenance. It you join a car pool, you save that 
much eve-y day you don’t drive to work. 

Here’s an example You live 15 miles from work, and 
you-: s *r yen. 15 miles per gallon. The round trip takes 
>wc gallons per day or about $2.60. Double that to get 
$5.20. Join forces with only one other person to form a 
two-person car pool. Put $5.20 into the cookie jar every 
other day, when you don’t drive. At the end of six 
months, tike out $320 and you and the spouse fly off to 
San Francisco for your own all-expenses-paid vacation. 
Keen it up and in another six months, you can treat 
yourselves to a big weekend in Las Vegas. All that with 
only a two-person car pool. 

Headlights On = Batteries Off 

In this blustery season, headlights are left on and 
resulting dead batteries require jumper cables or tow 
trucks.

productivity snag: Instructions That 

Are Unclear 


I know you understand what 

you think I said; but I am 
not sure you realize that 
what you understood is 
not whai I meant! 


Unclear and imtimeiy instructions to employees cause a 

25% productivity loss in business, according to a recent 
study. 

Effective-communication between employees doesn’t 
just happen — we all have to work at it. If we don’t, the 
results can be costly: missed deadlines we weren’t even 
aware of; missing important meetings we never knew 
about; scrapped parts; even unsuccessful launches. Here 
are some tips lo help make instructions clear. 

• Be specific. When you say you want something by 3 
p.m., do you mean today or tomorrow? 

• Use language everyone will understand in the same 
way. Words and expressions may not have the same 
meaning for everybody. How fast is fast? Or do you 
mean to stop eating? And while acronyms are 
useful shortcuts, they are gibberish unless all con¬ 
cerned know what they stand for. “Just give me a 
ROM on the TSD PSD ASAP” may get you what 
you want. Then again, maybe not. 

• Don’t expect people to read your mind. Spell out 

precisely what you mean. 

• Cover all the essentials. If you give clear instruc¬ 
tions but forget to specify when the task is to be 
completed, don’t be surprised if it isn’t done when 

you expected it. 

• Check assumptions and agree on what is expected. 
“I thought you meant . . .” is an old standby. How 
much easier to have checked at the start: “Is this 
what you mean?” 

• Ask and answer questions. An abrupt, “Just do it; I 
don’t have time to go into it,” is an invitation to 
disaster.: 


• Write it down. Oral understandings have a nasty 
way of getting cloudy with time, like about five 
minutes. Or haven’t you ever forgotten a person’s 
name, right after you were introduced?

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Defense Department Announcement on MRASM 

(The following is the text of a Department of Defense 
press release issued in Washington, D.C., on April 2.) 
The Department of Defense has taken several manage¬ 
ment actions to add a tactical medium-range, air-to-sur- 
surface missile (MRASM) to its strike warfare systems 
as soon as possible. The actions were outlined in a 
March 27, 1980, memo from Undersecretary of Defense 
for Research and Engineering Dr. William J. Perry to 
the Secretaries of the Navy and Air Force and the Direc¬ 
tor of the Department of Defense’s Joint Cruise Missiles 
Project Office (JCMPO). 

The JCMPO has been directed to manage develop¬ 
ment of MRASM for the Navy and the Air Force. 
MRASM will be an extremely accurate non-nuclear tac¬ 
tical missile with a maximum operational range of about 
300 miles. It could be launched from a variety of air¬ 
craft such as the A-6E, F/A-18, P-3, F-16, and F-lll 
against ships and a wide variety of land targets. 
MRASM allows tactical aircraft to attack well-defended 
targets with minimal loss and allows aircraft carriers to 
stand off farther from the coast. 

As MRASM’s operational range is less than 600 
kilometers, it is not restricted by SALT. The General 
Dynamics Tomahawk cruise missile design was chosen 
as the basis for the MRASM for several reasons: 

• Minimum design modifications are needed because 
of the present modular design of the Tomahawk. 

• The existing production line will be available for the 
MRASM with a cost savings, compared to starting 
a new line. 

• Existing airframe components from the program 
can be used in the MRASM development, also with 
a cost savings. 

• The Tomahawk design was determined in the 
ALCM production review to be a low-risk produc¬ 
tion because it uses existing manufacturing 
technology. Thus, no development of new processes 
or facilities will be needed to develop the MRASM. 

• The test recovery device developed for the 
Tomahawk helps assure MRASM recovery during 
tests. This permits the use of vehicles at lower costs 
and lower schedule risks for the development 
program. 

• By using the Tomahawk design, MRASM can be 
developed with minimum risk and costs to meet the 
Congressionally mandated December 1982 initial 
operational capability. 

Within the next few days, General Dynamics Con¬ 
vair Division will be provided interim contractual direc¬ 
tion and requested to submit a proposal for a full-scale 
engineering development program for the MRASM. 

Current plans call for maximum competition for 
major subsystems. The engine design has not been 
finalized but will be selected from some existing design. 
Competition for the guidance system during develop¬ 
ment is also under consideration. It is planned to use the 
leader/follower acquisition method to develop a compe¬ 
tent second source for production of the MRASM. 

The MRASM program was initiated by the Con- 
gessional FY79 appropriation act, which provided the 
Navy with $5.5 million in FY79; an additional $30 
million was authorized in FY80. The FY81 President’s 
budget requested $22.7 million for MRASM. With the 
use of available Tomahawk components and production 
means, these funds will be sufficient for the FY81 
MRASM program and will reduce by some $50 million 
the currently estimated development program costs of 
about $158 million.

Today, the space 
vehicles they work with are called Centaur, space shuttle 
. . . and Atlas.

U.S. Savings Bond Campaign Starts Today 

Today marks the start of a three-week drive aimed at 
continuing our solid support of the United States Sav¬ 
ings Bond program and increasing participation to in¬ 
clude all employees. Last year, 86% of Convair 
employees participated in the program. Dr. Buchanan is 
inviting each nonparticipant to join the program and 
current participants to consider saving even more 
through the bond payroll deduction program. 

This year, the type of bond you receive switches from 
Series E to Series EE. The interest rate with Series EE is 
increased to 7% when bonds are held to maturity (ver¬ 
sus 6 Vi % for Series E). The purchase price of Series EE 
is one-hall the face (maturity) value, versus 75% for 
Series E. The maturity period is eleven years, versus five 
for Series E. (Series E bonds need not be cashed in; they 
continue to earn interest until final maturity, which is 
forty years from issue date.) 

Since you can get higher interest rates in certain other 
investments, why participate in the savings bond pro¬ 
gram? Here are some reasons: 

• Automatic payroll deduction results in an almost 
painless way to save. While we all have good inten¬ 
tions to set aside regular funds for saving and 
investment, it often turns out that do-it-yourself 
saving is sporadic and do-it-yourself withdrawals 
are frequent. The bottom line after a few years 
becomes, “Where did it all go?” Many people in 
the bond program have found themselves pleasantly 
surprised after several years — “I forgot that was 
even there!” 

• Security is solid. Compare the number of people 
who have lost principal on U.S. bonds (zero) with 
those who have lost in the stock market, commodi¬ 
ties, certain banks that failed, and even real estate. 

• After six months, the bonds can readily be cashed in 
if need be. Many high-interest savings programs 
have heavy penalties for early withdrawal, and 
some investments may not be readily liquid. Tried 

to sell a house lately? 

• The option of registering bonds in the name of your 
children provides an excellent way to accumulate 
funds for their future education. The taxes on in¬ 
terest reported as a child’s income are generally 
below minimum taxable amounts while the child is 
still in school. 

• The ability to defer taxes on interest until bonds are 
cashed may offer an advantage over paying taxes on 
interest as it is earned. For example, interest could 
be deferred until after retirement. Also, no state tax 
need be paid on savings bond interest. 

• Convair’s main customer is the U.S. government. 
Does the degree of participation in the bond pro¬ 
gram have any bearing on contract awards? Maybe, 
maybe not. But as Dr. Buchanan noted, “While 
certainly not a primary determinant, every little bit 
helps in convincing our customer, the U.S. govern¬ 
ment, that we are a dedicated team, success 
oriented, and supporting them in all their 
endeavors.” 

• The final reason is contained in the slogan, “Take 
Stock in America.” While your bond dollars work 
for you, they are working for your country, because 
the bond program is a key factor in maintaining our 

economic strength. 

So when your supervisor comes by and invites you to 

join the program or to increase the amount you are sav¬ 
ing each pay period, how about responding positively?

PRODUCTIVITY SNAG 

Tips on Conducting, Attending Meetings 

Our recent Productivity Snag item about meetings 
brought forth some good comments that will help make 
meetings more productive for all concerned: 

• “Much time is wasted because the room does not 
have a chalkboard. The result is that attendees may 
have different ideas of just what a speaker means. 
Proper equipment is vital.” A chalkboard, easel 
pad, or even a write-on viewgraph can help im¬ 
mensely in making sure that all group members are 
discussing the same point. Writing it down for all to 
see is often a useful clarifier. 

• “No one should show up at a meeting if they 
haven’t done their homework.” We stressed that is 
is important for the chairperson to plan for the 
meeting. The same is true for all participants. Far 
too much time is wasted in having to bring too 
many people up to speed because they did not take 
the time to prepare. If you are expected to make a 
contribution, find some time (“I can’t — I’m 
always in meetings” is not acceptable) to read the 
appropriate background material. If you’re not go¬ 
ing to contribute, why are you going? 

• “Too many people don’t stick to the subject.” This 
snag is one of the big time wasters; it also demon¬ 
strates the value of a written agenda. As a meeting 
participant, follow the ground rule: if your com¬ 
ment is not germane to the subject, hold it until 
later. If you’re the leader, tactfully but firmly en¬ 
sure that people stick to the subject. 

• “We keep covering the same ground and never get 
anything resolved.” That’s another common failing 
that leads to wasted effort. It is often helpful to 
summarize just what has been agreed upon, what is 
to be done next, and who is to do it. 

• “We spend too much time in a meeting with twenty 
people trying to solve a problem that should have 
been done separately by two or three.” Large meet¬ 
ings are expensive and often not the best place to 
solve problems. Separate sessions by individuals or 
working groups can speed up a large meeting, par¬ 
ticularly if the subgroups attending are prepared to 
present their cases.

The SP is a two- 
volume, white-covered set of books with pink pages. 
Within are answers to most questions about company 
procedures or directions on where to find the answers. 

Two hundred sets of SPs are placed throughout Con¬ 
vair facilities. Division Distribution keeps a ready 
reference of all SP set locations and can tell you the 
location of the set nearest you.

To use the SP, first check the key-word index (SP A4) 
in the front of Volume I. The first page of this section 
contains a user’s guide and an alphabetical listing of 
Convair directives.

What’s Going On? 

That’s what we asked several of our program directors. 
Here’s what’s going on in some of our key programs. 

767 Struts. The assembly line is starting up under our 
contract to produce engine struts for Boeing’s new 767 
transport. The first test strut is nearing completion and 
is being prepared for its June 6 delivery — right on 
schedule. That strut is being closely followed by four 
other test struts and the first production shipset — all to 
be delivered before the end of this year. 

Launch Vehicle Programs. Friday at NASA’s Lewis 
Research Center, an LVP team headed by program 
director Chuck Wilson reviewed results of a NASA- 
funded study we conducted to increase the payload 
capability of Atlas/Centaur. The study was made 
because the increasing size of communications satellites 
indicates the need for a higher performance Atlas/Cen¬ 
taur in 1984. The LVP team discussed a number of rela¬ 
tively inexpensive software and hardware items that 
would increase performance by several hundred pounds 
while preserving the proven high reliability of our 
vehicles. 

Atlas Makes Seventh Navstar Launch. Atlas booster 
34F recently launched the Navstar-6 satellite from 
Vandenburg Air Force Base. This was the seventh 
Navstar Global Positioning System (GPS) satellite to be 
placed in orbit. All have been launched by Atlas. Five 
more Atlas launches of Navstar satellites are scheduled, 
the last in early 1983. 

Energy Systems. The Department of Energy and 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology have redirected 
us to incorporate elements of our CASK design (not an 
acronym — it looks like a cask) into the Stanford Uni¬ 
versity magnetohydrodynamic magnet, since funding 
cuts by DOE have caused delays in the MHD program. 
This CASK design is the preferred prototype of large 
magnets for commercial MHD power plants of the 
1990s. 

The large coil for Oak Ridge National Laboratory 
and the preprototype magnet for TRW are well into the 
fabrication phase. Conductor processing and coil wind¬ 
ing will begin this month. 

Two major energy proposals are in work: the Elmo 
Bumpy Toms for the Oak Ridge Laboratory and the 
Mirror Fusion Test Facility for the Lawrence Livermore 
Laboratory. 

Sea Launched Cruise Missile. The submarine 
launched antiship missile is in the advanced stages of 
development. There are only two more contractor test 
and evaluation flights before the Navy evaluation tests 
of the system begin. Operational capability will be 
established in mid-1982. 

Design of the first version of the conventional land at¬ 
tack Tomahawk is well under way. The first vehicle will 
be delivered in December. Operational submarine capa¬ 
bility will be established in early 1982.

We expect go-ahead shortly on our first production 
contract for Tomahawk. It will contain three each of 
antiship and conventional land attack Tomahawks. This 
first production buy will be followed by increasing 
quantities in 1981 and subsequent years. 

We have been given go-ahead for a land attack 
Tomahawk vertical launch demonstration, and we ex¬ 
pect full go-ahead later this year to support the conver¬ 
sion of the vertical launch system to Tomahawk capabil¬ 
ity. This will significantly increase our production 
potential by providing increased launcher capability on 
surface ships. 

DC-10 Program. DC-10 fuselage 340 was delivered to 
McDonnell Douglas on April 29, on schedule.

Advanced Space Programs. Concepts are being devel¬ 
oped for three distinct future product lines that will use 
the space shuttle transportation system starting in the 
mid-1980s. 

• Geostationary Communications Platform. We have 
an ongoing concept development study from 
NASA’s Marshall Space Flight Center to develop 
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an operational concept, as well as a near-term 
demonstration concept of a large platform that pro¬ 
vides a common ground for several satellite com¬ 
munication systems. 

• Space-Based Radar System. We are working on 
concepts for space-based surveillance and have a 
contract from the Air Force for the design and 
development of a unique, single-membrane radar 
antenna system. 

• Orbital Transfer Vehicles. We have a contract from 
the Marshall Space Flight Center for the conceptual 
study of future upper stages that will be used in con¬ 
junction with the space shuttle program. The upper 
stages will be used to transfer large and heavy pay- 
loads from the shuttle’s low earth orbit to the space¬ 
craft operating orbit. 

In support of these future program thrusts, several 
technology contracts have been obtained from the Air 
Force and NASA centers. These technology contracts 
include Space Power Management, Control of Large 
Space Structures, Space Constructions of Large Plat¬ 
form Systems, and Propellant Management Studies. 

First-Quarter Corporate Earnings Set Record 

General Dynamics earnings in the first quarter of 1980 
were the highest for any first quarter in the company’s 
history. 

David Lewis, chairman and chief executive officer, 
told shareholders attending the company’s annual meet¬ 
ing in St. Louis that earnings for the three months 
ending March 30 were $36.3 million, or $1.33 per share, 
23 percent higher than the $29.5 million, or $1.08 per 
share, reported in the first quarter of 1979. 

Sales of $1.07 billion during the 1980 first quarter 
were also an all-time high for any first quarter and were 
19.5 percent higher than the $895.6 million recorded in 
1979.

New Advanced-Composite Shuttle Orbiter Product 

The Process Development Laboratory (Dept. 632-0) is 
developing an advanced-composite structure (above) for 
the space shuttle orbiter with technology that uses diffu¬ 
sion bonding in a high-pressure, high-temperature 
autoclave. The laboratory, supervised by Charlie 
Maikish, is part of Materials and Process Engineering 
(Dept. 630-0). 

The hat-section stiffener (so called because in profile, 
it’s hat shaped) weights 75 pounds less than the struc¬ 
ture it will replace. The orbiter has 52 of these stiffeners, 
so the total weight saving will allow the orbiter to carry 
almost two tons more payload.

Aldridge Wins 1979 Convair Engineering Award 

Seth Aldridge has won the 1979 Convair Engineering 
Achievement award for his work as chief engineer for 
the Air Launched Cruise Missile Program.

If you 
are currently under care of an M.D. who is listed as a 
specialist and that doctor agrees to car.* La &U „r 
primary health needs, the physician may be listed as 
your Primary Care Physician — if the GSDHP counts 
to this arrangement, 

I don’t know any of the physicians on the list. How do I 

pick one? 

There is no one answer. You may wish to call one or two 
on the list to discuss your and your family’s health needs 
before deciding. Whatever way you choose, consider the 
matter carefully, since the relationship you establish 
with the doctor you select is the basis for all services 
rendered under the GSDHP. If you become unhappy 
with the M.D. you selected, contact the GSDHP to 
discuss selection of another physician. 

Why isn’t my doctor on the list? 

The most common reasons are that your physician is not 
a member of the San Diego County Medical Society or 
already has a practice too large to take on new patients 
through the GSDHP and therefore has elected not: to 
join at this time.

McDonnell Douglas/General Dynamics team won the 
Elmo Bumpy Torus Proof of Principle (EBT-P) fusion 
reactor program. Convair will design, fabricate, and 
test 40 one-meter-diameter superconducting magnets, as 
well as the operating electrical systems. This magnet 
system will be supplied to McDonnell Douglas, the 
prime contractor. 

The EBT is considered the most promising second- 
generation fusion reactor concept. It follows first- 
generation tokamak and mirror machines. The EBT 
concept is a hybrid configuration that combines many 
attractive features of tokamaks and fusion mirror 
machines. 

The competition included three other teams: 
Westinghouse, Grumman/General Electric, and 
Ebasco/TR\V/General Atomic. 

This will be Convair’s first opportunity at multiple 
production in the superconducting magnet area. 
Previous contracts have been for one-of-a-kind 
magnets. The program manager is Sam Ackerman. The 
chief engineer is Dennis Lieu ranee.

Keep Cool During Emergency Calls 

When you’re calling the ambulance (1555 at KM and 
6555 at LF) to report an emergency, don’t be the first to 
hang up. That’s important for both the emergency per¬ 
sonnel who’ll respond and the victim. During the call, 
remain as calm as possible and remember the three Ws 
— Who, What, and Where. 

Tell the answering fireman who the person is (name 
isn’t necessary, but saying whether it’s a male, female, 
and approximate age is helpful), what you think might 
be the problem (visible injuries, whatever), and where 
the victim is (building, room number, and area). Then 
have someone stand by to lead the ambulance crew to 
the victim when it reaches the area. 

Making sure you’ve relayed the three Ws will help 
emergency personnel with their job and, perhaps most 
important, could save a life.

Convair Rocketeer Scores Double Win in World Meet 

Chris Flanigan, a senior dynamics engineer in Structural 
Dynamics, earned two first-place wins in the 1980 
World Space Modeling Championships held earlier this 
month in Lakehurst, New Jersey. The international 
competition is sponsored by the National Association of 
Rocketry of the United States and sanctioned by the 
Paris-based Federation Aeronautique Internationale. 

He was a member of the twelve-man U.S. team, 
which came in first among teams from eight nations. 
Chris won the scale-altitude event with the rocket shown 
above on the left. Entries in this event are judged for the 
accuracy of the model and the altitude it attains. 
Flanigan’s reached 610 meters. His model was of the 
Thiokol rocket called the D-Region Tomahawk (that’s 
right). It’s a sounding rocket for penetrating the D 
region of the atmosphere. “This was a good one to 
build,” Chris says. “It’s well documented in terms of 
what a model builder needs to know.” 

He was also first in the single-payload event, with a 
flight that reached 516 meters. Contestants build their 
rockets from their own designs, but all entries must use 
the same-size solid-propellant engine and carry the same 
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payload (a one-ounce weight). That’s the rocket on the 
right, above, against the ribbon. 

Held every two years, the world championships last 
took place in Bulgaria, in 1978. Chris was a winner 
there, too.

Savings Bonds Interest Rates Increased 

The interest rate on Series EE bonds purchased on and 
after November 1, 1980, has been increased from 7 per¬ 
cent to 8 percent, compounded semiannually, when the 
bonds are held to original maturity. The term to maturi¬ 
ty has been shortened from 11 to 9 years. 

All outstanding Series E and EE bonds will also 
benefit from a 1 percent increase to their next 
maturities. The redemption value of E and EE bonds 
during periods before their maturity will be improved. 
In general, this increase will be effective with the first se¬ 
miannual interest period that begins on or after 
November 1 , 1980. 

Continuing benefits of Series EE bonds include their 
exemption from state and local income taxes, the option 
to defer federal income taxes on accrued interest, the 
low minimum purchase price of $25, and the right to 
redeem the bonds any time after six months at issue 
price plus accrued interest.

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MRASM Aboard Navy Aircraft in Catapult Launch 

A Navy attack aircraft carrying a Tomahawk II 
(medium-range air-to-surface missile) on October 30 
was catapulted from the USS Kitty Hawk while under 
way off the California coast. 

The demonstration was the first in a series of flight 
tests to verify that the aircraft/MRASM combination is 
able to withstand the stresses of catapult launchings. 

After launch, the MRASM — attached to a wing 
pylon of an A-6 Intruder aircraft — aligned its guidance 
system and navigated the aircraft on a simulated mis¬ 
sion to the Naval Weapons Center, China Lake, Calif., 
using the terrain-contour matching (TERCOM) update 
process. 

The MRASM used in the test will be sent to the Naval 
Air Test Center, Patuxent River, Md., for an extensive 
series of catapult and arrestment tests on another A-6. 

Earlier this year, the Department of Defense an¬ 
nounced that the MRASM program will use the basic 
Tomahawk cruise missile design to meet the joint 
Navy/Air Force requirement for a medium-range air-to- 
surface weapon system. This Tomahawk II MRASM 
will provide Navy and Air Force tactical air forces with 
a standoff capability to attack high-value, heavily 
defended targets with nonnuclear payloads. Present 
plans call for the MRASM to be carried by the Navy’s 
A-6E attack aircraft and the Air Force’s F-16 and 
B-52D aircraft. 

Atlas/Centaur 57 Launches FLTSATCOM Satellite 
Atlas/Centaur 57 launched the fourth of five scheduled 
Fleet Satellite Communications (FLTSATCOM) 
satellites from the Eastern Test Range in Florida on 
October 30 at 7:53 p.m. our time. 

FLTSATCOM satellites are the spaceborne portion 
of a worldwide Navy, Air Force, and Department of 
Defense communications system that enables com¬ 
munications between naval aircraft, ships, submarines, 
ground stations, the Strategic Air Command, and the 
Presidential Command Network. Each satellite is 
deployed in a geostationary orbit, from where it pro¬ 
vides line-of-sight earth coverage in ultra-high- 
frequency and super-high-frequency bands.

The proposal for our Subhawk antisubmarine warfare 
standoff weapon was delivered to the Navy last Friday, 
on schedule. We are submitting the proposal initially to 
win a demonstration and validation contract, under 
which we will prove the viability of our weapon concept. 
Ken Christie is the Subhawk program director. 

The demonstration and validation phase will include 
three to four years of competitive flyoff, followed by 
several years of full-scale development and then produc¬ 
tion. The system selected will become the Navy’s 
primary antisubmarine warfare weapon. The Subhawk 
can be launched from submarines and surface ships. 

“Preparing a proposal of this size is a tremendous 
task,” said Carl Peters, “and credit for the job goes to 
all the people who worked so many long hours to make 
it happen. My congratulations and sincere thanks go to 
each of them.”

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Convair-Deslgned Space Truss Forerunner of 

Satellite Components 

Large space systems of the future took a step toward 
realization last week with the completion of a ten-month 
effort to construct a full-scale prototype space truss. 
Funded as a General Dynamics research and develop¬ 
ment effort, the deployable truss is a forerunner of 
structural dements to be used in construction of large 
space satellites. 

Examples of near-term applications of the new truss 
design on a future operational Space Shuttle are the 
Geostationary Communications Platform and Space 
Based Radar. Convair is currently studying the Geosta¬ 
tionary Platform under a contract with Marshall Space 
Flight Center. 

Key features of the new design are extremely light 
weight, high strength and stability over long lengths, 
and compact storage before deployment. General 
Dynamics holds a patent on the basic truss design. The 
patent was awarded to Des Vaughn of Advanced Struc¬ 
tural Design in 1974, based on disclosures submitted in 
1972. Future work will concentrate on developing 
machinery for automated deployment and retraction of 
the space truss. 

Project leader for the space truss development is Ed 
Hujsak (Preliminary Design). Principal project partici¬ 
pants were Tony Vasques and Ray Crupi (Preliminary 
Design) and Carl Smith (Composites Laboratory). Jim 
Melquist and Chuck Tracy of the Composites 
Laboratory assisted in the development of the tubes.

Another Look at Car Pooling 

Now that we’re back on the odd-even gas system, it is a 
good time to look once again at our modes of getting to 
and from work. On three occasions last week, the writer 
established by actual count that 80-90% of us are still 
driving to work alone. An instant way to keep several 
more bucks in your pocket each week is to form or join 
a car pooh Even if it’s only with one other person, that 
means you drive your car only half as much, and use 
only half as much gas. More car pooling means less traf¬ 
fic, less stressful driving, easier parking, and fewer visits 
to the gas stations... Car pooling requires slightly more 
planning to stop at the bank or shopping center on the 
way home or during lunch hours. But it also means that 
you are making a tangible contribution to reducing the 
amount of gasoline we use and import to this country. 

With this in mind, the State of California has initiated 
a new assistance program for van poolers. To encourage 
people to buy their own commuting vans and form their 
own van pools, the state will guarantee 90% of a loss in 
capital if the owner has to sell the van within one year 
because of unprofitable operation. Certain qualifica¬ 
tions have to be met, such as safety and insurance, and 
the owner needs a minimum of ten riders. Commuter 
Computer, the agency involved in the program, will 
help locate riders. In a related program, the State will 
provide the van on a month-to-month lease. The driver 
can use the van for personal use up to 150 miles each 
month at no extra cost. Twelve riders are needed to 
qualify for this program. 

The program coordinator, Howard Stapleton of 
Commuter Computer, says these programs are espe¬ 
cially economical for people who drive more than fif¬ 
teen miles one way to work. For those who live closer, 
the main benefits are less hassle with traffic and park¬ 
ing. One other advantage is that in the event of gas shor¬ 
tages, these van pool operators will be able to purchase 
gas under the state’s allocation without concern for the 
odd-even system. If interested, call Stapleton at
